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make, together with those for the translation, publication, and distribu- 
tion of reports shall be paid from a special fund to be created by annual 
appropriations by the republics represented in such conventions, on 
the same basis now in force between the American Eepublics for the 
maintenance of the Bureau of American Eepublics. Further, that in 
the interest of economy the said Bureau of American Eepublics shall 
be utilized by the conventions herein referred to, and by the interna- 
tional sanitary bureau herein recommended to the fullest extent possible, 
for the correspondence, accounting, disbursing, and preservation of the 
records incident to the work comprised within these resolutions.

A case of smallpox at San Diego, Gal. 

San Diego Quarantine Station, 

San Diego, Gal., January 27, 1902. 
Sir : I have the honor to report that a case of variola was discovered 
in a lodging house in the city on the 25th instant. The man and his 
wife recently came to San Diego by rail, originally from Idaho, but 
came to this place via Los Angeles, where they had remained a week or 
so and where it is supposed the disease was' contracted. Neither had 
ever been vaccinated. The municipal health authorities have quaran- 
tined the premises, patient removed to city pesthouse, every precaution 
being taken. Will advise you if further developments occur.
